2359 full ID 
again with Gershwin, disclaimer, and opening Voz de América relay for 
Venezuela at 0000 Oct 7. 


I had not rechecked this since it was inaugurated exactly 3 weeks ago 
and filed the first definitive monitoring report about it, which I see 
some editors have refused to publish; there were claims that the VOA 
relay was not being heard, but it surely is. If there be any 
deliberate jamming by sudden new YV station on 600, I can’t make it 
out.

So, this is the new station Glenn Hauser has been recently reporting 
on the group.

Now they're off 
the air! Therefore, although there was no clear station ID, some facts 
indicate that it broadcasts from Colombia, such as the Colombian 
Spanish, strong reception in relation to my location, and the e-mail 
address the aired which seems belongs to the Colombia para Cristo 
organisation. 


In fact, I dare to say that this is another station operated by the 
Colombia para Cristo organisation, which also operated Marfil Stereo, 
La Voz de tu Conciencia and Alcaravan Radio. Maybe friend Rafael 
Rodriguez in Bogota may give us some relevant and additional 
information about this new -tentative Colombian- radio station.

4940, Oct 6 at 2334, anonymous mystery missionary station 
is S9 again with gospel huxter in Spanish, quick check via Bonaire SDR 
mainly engaged for 600 and 6906.08 kHz; in SAM mode seems stuck on 
false carrier offset display of -26.4 Hz without even variation (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR)

2157 
announcer is wrapping up program, but music past 2200; 2202, 6:02 TC 
and *‘Desde El Tigre, Anzoategui, Venezuela 93.7 FM’* and again at 
2205. There are, or were, several 93.7s in the country, but I search 
it out to this:

This disgraced FB promotes various program segments emphasizing music, 
but find no listen link.

Another slogan is ‘Asi Suena’ = this is how it sounds, attached to an 
ID at 2223. Recheck 2319, still songs, 7:20 time check, **Asi Suena’° 
No call letters in ID. Apparently real station on FM, but this likely 
a pirate relay, amounting to Venezuela's only SW station, aside from 
the murky 4940. At 2340 I try it direct but get only a JBA carrier. 
Back to Bonaire, still going at 0100 but not at 0328. El Tigre is in 
the center of Anzoategui state, just east of Caracas (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx VENEZUELA. 6906.1-CUSB, more about the surprise new SW I heard: 


*“*New news that José Hernandez Madrid sends me about the Venezuelan 
station R. 0.

““@lenn -- On Sunday [Oct 4], I wrote to El Tigre in English and 
Spanish (Microsoft translate) via their FB page about hearing the SW 
relay, and got the following reply in English: "Hello, thank you for 
listening, we are via short band for the whole world, our contacts by 
whatsapp is +58 424 852 8414"

the relay is being done with the station's knowledge and 
cooperation. 


Reception is quite good here in Maryland in the evenings. Saturday 
night they were still going at 0407 (Sunday morning) when I went to 
bed. Yesterday I think I caught their s/on just after 1000 -- sounded 
like an anthem -- but so far, signal is much weaker in the morning.
